Central Ohio 
Is Struck by 
Severe Storm

Severe thundersqualls, bringing 
along hail, high winds and an ap­ 
parent tornado or two, struck Cen 
tral Ohio and greater Cincinnati 
with damaging effect Thursday 
afternoon. 
Pickerington, in Fairfield County 
southeast of Columbus, felt the 
wrath of a big blow that tore off 
parts of houses, barns, corn cribs, 
garages and trees. The storm car­ 
ried debris a half-mile in some in­ 
stances and slammed it into other 
buildings. 
At Pickerington High School, the 
window of an eighth grade class­ 
room crashed in on the students 
injuring seven. The most seriously 
wounded was a girl who had to 
have glass removed from an eye.

Foley, 41, a Wabasha, Minn., 
lawyer, was elected Thursday at 
the close of the Legion’s annual 
convention. 
Foley pledged support of the 
Legion platform, which demanded 
forceful 
measures 
against com­ 
munism all around the globe. 
He 
said 
history 
has 
shown 
‘’time and time again that the 
course of extremism, either to the 
left or to the right, is the course 
of failure.” 
Foley 
told 
the 
Legionnaires, 
who had just voted for ratifica­ 
tion of the limited nuclear test 
ban 
treaty, 
that 
‘‘because 
the 
Soviet Union has been willing to 
become a party is no evidence 
that communism has abandoned 
its long pronounced objective of 
World conquest. 
‘‘It simply means, that for the 
time being, it does not best serve 
the cause of communism to en­ 
gage in an all-out nuclear arms 
race.” he said. 
“The Communists have shown 
no inclination to decrease pres­ 
sures now being applied to our 
sister republics to the south.” 
He said Red Cuba is the spring­ 
board for introduction of propa­ 
ganda, sabotage and potential re­ 
volt in some areas of the hemis­ 
phere. 
The resolution demanding the 
overthrow 
of 
Castro 
accused 
President Kennedy’s 
administra­ 
tion of “timidity and vacillation” 
which it said “has gravely in­ 
jured United States prestige and 
has brought humiliation and em­ 
barrassment to the American peo­ 
ple.” It demanded whatever steps

military force, to overthrow Cas­ 
tro.

So me ho spitals, reco gnizing the 
co ntributio n o f the father during 
the deliv ery o f the child, actually 
arrange 
fo r his presence in 
the 
deliv ery ro o m. 
Co ntrary 
to 
the 
o riginal anticipatio n o f ho spital ad 
ministrato rs and n u r s e s , it has 
been demo nstrated that the reas­ 
suring presence o f the husband 
during labo r reduces the need fo r 
special nursing care. 
Ex pectant fathers, trained dur­

Scientists at the Na­ 
tio nal Institute o f Health hav e re­ 
cently fo und a peculiar L-shaped 
bacteria that may finally be es­ 
tablished as the cause o f irritating 
recurring, painful canker sores. 
When seen under the micro sco pe,

unusual co mbinatio n o f character­ 
istics o f bo th a v irus and bacteria. 
Bacterial cultures taken fro m pa­ 
tients with he co ndiio n indicate 
that the new L-shaped 
bacteria 
may lie do rmant fo r many mo nths 
befo re beco ming a c t i v e . This 
pro bably acco unts fo r the fact that 
these ulcers may 
o ccur

Ten Years Hence 


According to an economic projection by 
the National Planning Association, the fu­ 
ture 
of the 
average American fam ily 
couldn't be brighter.

And m aybe by then 
there will even be a tax cut. 
An estimated 48 per cent of American 
fam ilies now have an income of at least

some. But w o u I d it be truly so? 
Taflt-Hartley procedures can al­ 
ways be counted or to give warn­ 
ing of a coming steel stoppage, 
and this gives the manufacturers 
of steel products an opportunity to 
build up their raw steel inventor­ 
ies. Even a f t e r the inventories 
have been used up, people c a n 
“ make do” with existing steel pro­ 
ducts for a long tim e. And in many 
instances t h e r e are acceptable 
substitutes for steel, such as plas­ 
tics, aluminum and fiberglass. 
A big strike in the Automobile in­ 
dustry could continue for months 
without putting people off t h e 
roads of America. Car o w n e r s 
would simply keep the old jalop­ 
ies rolling as they did for four 
years in World War IL 
So what kind of strike is truly 
“paralytic” ? The 
answer would 
seem to be only a strike that h a s 
an im portant 
“ goods-to-market” 
angle. A nationwide railroad work 
stoppage would obviously serve to 
keep all m anner of industries from 
functioning by cutting them off 
from their raw m aterial sources 
at one end and from their custom­ 
ers at the other. It would deprive 
p e o p l e of food, fuel, and a 11 
manner of necessities. This could 
be defined as truly “ paralytic” 
meaning that motion in essential 
life-sustaining 
areas 
would 
be 
stopped. 
So the scope of the Congression­ 
al precedent in settling the rail­ 
road featherbed dispute becomes 
clear: compulsory arbitration will 
in all probability ne invoked in the 
future whenever a strike threatens 
to keep a wide v a r i e t y of goods 
from moving into the market place. 
This means that Jim m y Hoffa’s 
truckdriver will hardly be per­ 
mitted 
to 
strike 
uniformly 
all 
across the nation. It means t h a t ! 
the longshoremen’s and the sea- j 
men’s unions must think twice be- ! 
fore attempting to close down the 
waterborne freight business. Hoffa j 
and the m a r i t i m e unions are J 
in the “goods-to m arket” sector : 
of the economy jus) as much as 
the 
railroads. 
The 
truckdriver 
and the longshoremen could truly 
paralyze the economy. 
The “ goods . to - m arket” t e s t 
gives Congress an important piece 
of litmus paper to use in consider­ 
ing future compulsory arbitration 
measures. The fact that this prom­

Nuclear Produced bv 1970?

WASHINGTON — With the com 
pletion or near com pletion of 13 
com m ercial atomic power plants 
in the United States, the predic­ 
tion no* is that by 1970 nuclear 
power will be 
com petitive 
with 
conventional power plants through­ 
out most of the country, and that 
by the year 2000. m ore than half 
of all ll. S. electrical power will 
be produced from atom ic sources. 
The 
first 
atom ic 
com m ercial 
power plant was opened in this 
country in the late 1950s at Ship 
pingport, 
Pa., near 
Pittsburgh 
Since then others have been plac­ 
ed in operation at H allam , R an.; 
P a rr, S. C.; Rowe. M ass.; Buch­ 
anan. N. Y.; Bit; Rock P o i n t . 
Mich’.; Elk River. Minn., and Mor­ 
ris, IU. 
O ther plants are nearing com­ 
pletion at Humboldt Bay. Calif.; 
Sioux Falls, S. D.; Genoa. W’is.; 
Lagoons Beach, Mich., and Peach 
Bottom, Pa. 
Typical of these new develop­ 
m ents is the one at M orris. Ill 
Built by Com m onwealth Edison.

Plans for what will be the n a­ 
tion’s two largest nuclear power 
plants have also been announced 
One wiU be privately-ow ned, one 
m unicipal. The Consolidated Edi 
OOO Company of New York will 
build a huge nuclear plant in Long 
Island City, just across the E ast 
R iver from midtown M anhattan 
It is expected to sta rt operating 
by 1970. 
The other big project is an 800. 
BOO * kilowatt plant 
in 
Hanford 
W ash., due to sta rt operating in 
1965. Even further advanced are 
a 500-million w att station near Mid­ 
dletown. Conn., a 395-million watt 
installation near San Diego. Calif.. 
and a 400-miUion w tt station for 
Los Angeles. 
Breakthrough t o w a r d really 
cheap nuclear power cam e last 
year when the Atomic Energy Com’ 
mission announced that its first
